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After windy weekend 
town girds for second 
storm with chill 



The Sierra Madre Fine Department’s list of 
activities this week looks like an emergency and 
that is exactly what transpired from the wind storm 
that hit the foothill areas late Saturday and early 
Sunday this past weekend. 

The Fire Department had 24 calls for help and 
the Police Department answered 36 wind-related 
calls in a 12-hour period, according to Sgt. Larry 
Lutzow of the local police force. 

By Tuesday evening at least one family was 
without electricity and was spending a second night 
in a motel. 

Power outages were scattered all over town with 


Montecito, Lima, Grandview, Flighland, Auburn, 
Orange Grove, to name a few. 

In most areas of Sierra Madre power 
went out about 1:17 a.m. Sunday and was on again 
just after sunrise Sunday. But there were still parts 
of the canyon that were without electricity into. 
Monday. 

Southern California Edison was last seen in Sierra 
Madre early Tuesday after having been on a 24-hour 
duty shift since early Sunday. 

As of Tuesday evening residents were cautioned 
of a large rain storm moving into the area. 

Sgt. Lutzow told The News, “Now we’re get-

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Older pet 
good gift 
for Christmas 

If you’re looking for unusual Christmas 
gift ideas, the Los Angeles County Depart¬ 
ment of Animal Care and Control has some 
that may surprise you. In fact, they’re 
diametrically opposed to most of our 
preconceived notions. 

First: Adopt your pet early, a week or 
two before the holiday. 

Second: Adopt an adult dog or cat in¬ 
stead of a puppy of kitten. 

Brian Berger is director of the depart¬ 
ment, and he realizes these may be radical 
concepts to most pet lovers. 

“We’re all hooked on the picture of a 
puppy — sporting a bright red ribbon — 
waiting under the tree on Christmas 
morning. It’s perfect! But the truth is — it 
isn’t.’’ 

Berger explained that every pet goes 
through a period of adjustment to his new 
home and family. It can be a stressful time 
at best, but never more so than on Christ¬ 
mas morning, with so much excitement, so 
many people coming and going, and so 
many distractions to woo youngsters away 
from the new friend who needs so much 
love and security. 

“People who take our advice and 
shop a week or two early have a much 
larger selection of dogs and cats to choose 
from, of course. They have time to come 
back and look again, if their special pet 
isn’t there the first time. Then — there’s 
the fun of taking home an early Christ¬ 
mas gift to surprise the family. What 
child could possibly object to celebrating 
Christmas twice?” 

On Saturday and Sunday, Dec. 19 and 
20, all six county shelters will offer special 
incentives to those who adopt early. Along 
with a lovable new pet, you’ll go home with 
pet food and a dish, as well as a leash and 
collar for dogs or a break away collar for 
cats. 

As to the adoption of adult pets, 
Berger pointed out that many people pass 
them up and head straight for the puppies 
and kittens. 

“The little ones are certainly appeal¬ 
ing,” he admitted. “But so are the big ones. 
You just need to take a closer look. Dogs 
and cats are like children all their 
lives. I know 10-year-old dogs who are as 
playful as 10-week-old pups. Some people 
have the notion that they need to “break 
their pets in” . . . sort of mold their per¬ 
sonalities. These people are probably — 
if you’ll pardon the expression — barking 
up the wrong tree.” 

It is the breed or mixture of breeds, 
says Berger, which has the greatest in¬ 
fluence on the animal's personality. One 
breed is likely to be a fence-jumper; 
another may dig holes in the garden; one 
may enjoy catching a Frisbee while 
another wants to play tug-o’-war. Some 
dogs are strong and energetic, others are 
quiet and cuddly. And cats’ personalities 
vary in much the same way. 

“These tendencies will have become 
evident by the time the pet is full-grown,” 
Berger said. “You’ll be able to judge his 
personality, and know how he reacts to 
children and other animals, in addition to 
knowing what size his is, and whether he 
will shed on the furniture.” 

Another extremely important con¬ 
sideration is housebreaking. Most adult 
animals have already had such 
training. Even if they haven’t, they are 
mature enough to learn very quickly. An 
adult animal is probably past the chewing 
stage, too, which will save wear and tear 
on your shoes and even on your furniture. 
Even with all of this, Berger says there’s 
one more hidden advantage. 

“People who have adopted adult 
pets from us tell us a bond is formed that 
is quite special. It’s as if the adult dog or 
cat knows you’ve rescued him, and he 
never forgets it.” 

The director and all shelter personnel 
have one additional piece of advice, which 
may be surprising to some. They urge you 
not to buy a pet for anyone but yourself 
and your own household. If you’re ab¬ 
solutely positive your aunt or neighbor or 
best friend would be crazy about a dog or 
cat — purchase a gift certificate from the 
shelter and allow the recipient to make 
his own choice. 

All county shelters are open seven 
days a week, except holidays. Weekday 
hours are 10 a.m. to 7 p.m., and on week¬ 
ends they’re open from 8 to 5. The animals 
have had their shots, and a 15-day health 
guarantee, including follow-up veterinary 
exams, goes with the package. County 
shelter dogs can be spayed or neutered for 
only $18 and cats for $13. Whether 
you follow their advice on early adoptions 
end adult pets, or choose to ignore it, 
the six county shelters offer beautiful 
pets, and some caring people — including 
many wonderful volunteers — to help you 
find just the right one.

Poetry has often been 
described as a long - 
suffering art form in the 
U.S. Book companies 
are generally reluctant to 
publish poetry with the 
result being many poets 
serving Big Macs and 
pumping gas to make 
ends meet.

Surprisingly, Nign’s 
interest in poetry only 
goes back a couple of 
years. “1 was never a 
big poetry fan,” he ad¬ 
mits. “Then one day a 


poem came into my mind 
and 1 wrote it down and 
then another and another 
until 1 had over a hun¬ 
dred of them.” 

Nign believes one 
reason for his immediate 
success is that he writes 
in a minimalist style; 
many of his poems being 
much like Japanese haiku. 
“People read my short 
poems, can interpret 
them, and in many cases 
they will find that a 
particular thought 
touches a part of their 
life. That’s the joy I get 
out of writing...seeing 
how my words can 
trigger emotions in other 
people.” 

What’s next for the 
Pasadena resident? “I 
am planning to write a 
book featuring a series 
of short stories where a 
poem serves as an intro¬ 
duction to each story 
which then expands upon 
the concept of the poem. 
I have many plans.” 

Nign’s positive attitude 
can best be summed up 
by one of his poems 
which appears in “Outer¬ 
lude,” “Climb”: “He 
climbed the ladder rung 
by rung until he could 
touch the stars.”

Chans receive notice: 
clean up shopping center 


To answer many com¬ 
plaints about the shop¬ 
ping center at Sierra 
Madre and Michillinda 
Ave., the city of Pasadena 
has issued a very strong 
letter about code vio¬ 
lations to the center’s 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Chan. 

Several inspections 
of the property have 
revealed a number of 
violations. Apparently, 
no action has been taken 
by Mr. and Mrs. Chan. 
In a letter dated Nov. 19, 
Joan Cook, zoning 
inspector. Code Enforce¬ 
ment Section of Pasadena’s 
Planning Housing & 
Development Services, 
listed the violations. 

Cook wrote that 
“our records indicate 
that a schedule of com¬ 
pliance has not been 
received. Therefore, the 
city of Pasadena has no 
recourse but to file a 
criminal complaint in 
order to obtain com¬ 
pliance with all conditions 
currently not in com¬ 
pliance.” 

Cook listed the follow¬ 
ing eight violations and 
action required: 

• The accumulation 
of trash and debris 
throughout the complex. 
Remove all trash and 


debris. 

• Illegal outside 
storage of commercial 
equipment (pallets and 
crates) and trash con¬ 
tainers left in the open. 
Remove all pallets and 
crates. All trash con¬ 
tainers should be stored 
in a trash enclosure. 

• Existing trash enclo¬ 
sures have no doors. 
Provide doors for all 
refuse storage areas. 

• Landscaping is not 
maintained or irrigated. 
Maintain landscaping by 
removing all weeds and 
install an automatic 
system for irrigation. 

• The assigned strip¬ 
ing of the parking area 
needs to be resurfaced, 
particularly the handi¬ 
capped parking stalls 
which are indistinguish¬ 
able. Entire parking lot 
area to be re-marked. 

• The lot is insufficient¬ 
ly posted for “Author¬ 
ized Parking” to avoid 
trucks from parking 
overnight. “Authorized 
Parking” signs should 
be posted in appropriate 
areas. 

• Signs are extending 
above the eaves of the 
roof line. There is 
excessive window signage 
displayed and several 
banner signs are visible. 


All signs must be relocated 
below the eaves of the 
roof and all banner signs 
and excessive window 
signs must be removed. 

• The roofing area of 
buildings has a consider¬ 
able amount of unscreen¬ 
ed, damaged, and inopera¬ 
tive mechanical equip¬ 
ment. Must be screened 
and all damaged and in¬ 
operative equipment 
must be repaired or 
removed. 

These matters have 
been referred to the 
city prosecutor. Court- 
land Crabtree, deputy 
city prosecutor, said last 
week that these matters 
have been referred for 
insurance issuance of a 
criminal complaint. 
He said an investigation 
is in process. Charges 
will ulitimately be filed 
in the Municipal 
Court. 

Joseph Russ, Pasadena 
code enforcement 
supervisor, said that his 
office is moving this 
complaint to a top 
priority and wants to get 
the area cleaned up as 
quickly as possible. The 
area is owned by the 
Chans and it is their 
responsiblity to answer 
the complaints, he said.
